DAVID DOESN'T ALWAYS WHIP GOLIATH 


~ Little GI Battles Burly Nazi 
Non-Com, Losing—and Winning 


By HENRY T. GORRELL. 

WITH U. S. INFANTRY IN 
HURTGEN FOREST, Germany, 
Nov. 21.—(UP)—A liftle GI from 
Johnstown, N. Y., and a burly 


German non-com slugged it out 
with bare fists today, with 13 
armed Nazis looking on as referees 
and spectators, in this forest which 
provided the setting for some of 
Grimm’s fairy tales. 

The GI lost the fight—and as 
the result all 14 Germans surren- 
dered. That-was what they want- 
ed to do in the first place but 
when the German non-com began 
motioning, Pvt. Robert J. Reyn- 
olds, an un’ "med stretcher bearer, 
waded in with fists flailing, ready 
to fight all 14 if necessary, be- 
cause he thought they wanted him 
to surrender, 

Tonight Reynolds is back up at 


the front with his fellow litter- 


¢ bearers and the Germans are in a, 


prison camp. 

The Germans were thoroughly 
fed up with this battle of the for- 
ests which has furnished more 
clients for German lunatic asy- 
lums than any other single strug- 
gle since D-Day. Brave men are 
cracking mentally out here where 
even the trees are your enemies. 

There had been an endless se- 
ries:of attacks and counterattacks 
and that’s why the German non- 
com and his 13 men were not par- 
ticularly alarmed when they first 
heard small arms fire and the 
crash of grenades on their left 
flank and then on their left rear 
and finally right behind them. 

Suddenly there was silence and 
the German crawled out of his 
foxhole to look around. He stood 
in a clearing created by mortar 
fire and found it was not a local 
action but a concentrated attack

»which had driven past his squad. 

Then the tall, heavy-set Ger- 
man spotted an American stand- 
ing on the far side of the clear- 
ing, also looking and listening. It 
was Pfc. Reynolds. 

Quickly the German slipped off 
his pistol belt, tore’ off his helmtt 
and started walking toward the 
American. He began gesticulating 
—trying to make Reynolds under- 
stand that he, the German, wanted 
to surrender. 

Reynolds is a little guy but he’s 
a born fighter, Although he didn’t 
carry a gun—no medical corps 
men do—the situation called for 
a bluff. He hadn't understood that 
it was the German who wanted 
to surrender. 

Setting his jaw, Reynolds ap- 
proached the German and this is 
the story the German later told 
me in the prisoner camp:

Donald Nelson 
Cabinet Rank 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—(/)— 
President Roosevelt has given 
cabinet rank to Donald M. Nelson. 
The former WPB chairman 
moved his desk into the White 
House offices and assumed his du- 
ties ag “personal representative” 
to the President before leaving on 
a second economic mission to 
China.

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‘PAPER HOLIDAY’ BEGINS MONDAY 


A Tisket, Ma'am, a Tasket, 
Get Yourself a Basket 


A shopping bag may not be the prettiest item of a woman's 
accessories—but it rapidly will become about as prominent as a 
pocketbook, members of the Retail Merchants’ Association foretold 


here yesterday. 

The merchants, urging custo- 
mers to carry shopping bags and 
grocery baskets, made final plans 
for the “paper holiday” which be- 
gins Monday, November 27, and 
extends “for the duration of the 
paper shortage.” 

No pre-packaged articles will be 
put. into sacks. No items in boxes 
—such as shoes or cereals—or any 
materials—which may be carried 
easily without bags will be wrap- 
ped. This program is designed to 
save at least 40 per cent of the 
present paper consumed for pack- 
aging. 

The “paper holiday” was de- 
clared by Oby Brewer, president 
of the Retail Merchants’ Associa- 
tion, after the War Production 
Board requested an all-out move- 
ment to conserve paper which 
daily is becoming scarcer in Amer- 
ica, 

In announcing plans for the 
savings program, Brewer referred 
to a similar practice in Jackson- 
ville, Fla.

far as they deem practical. 

Customers are encouraged to 
keep their sales slips at all times. 
When they buy items which are 
not wrapped, they should keep the 
receipts in their purse or coat 
pockets, officials urge. . 

Although the paper-savings idea 
is termed a “paper holiday,” it 
does not mean that on just one 
day each week will the holiday 
be observed. The conservation is 
designed to begin next Monday 
and to extend daily and indefi- 
nitely. When the paper shortage 
is alleviated, merchants expect to 
return to their sacks and wrapping 
papers, but every method for con- 
serving them will be employed 
until that time,

$30,000,000 Medical Center Here 


“We realize that no group will 
benefit more from a great medical 
center in Atlanta than students 
who attend our schools.,.We think 
it a splendid opportunity to do 
something really big for Atlanta, 
for the entire area, and even for 
Georgia and the south, 

“Our only concern has been 
about the prospect that our reve- 


nues would be so reduced that the 


educational program would be 
crippled, but we have been assured 
by Mayor Hartsfield and others 
that school receipts will.be main- 
tained at the present rate.

The previous concern of school 
administration leaders over a pos- 
sible reduction in school revenues 
arose because under the city char- 
ter, 30 per cent of city receipts are 
diverted to schoo) purposes, If any 
material reductions were made in 
city collections, the reductions 
would be reflected in sums divert- 
ed to school use. 


For the year 1944, the city allo- 
cated $1,185,43341 for operation 
of puaey hospital, Battle Hill tu- 
berculosis sanatorium, and the 
Albert Steiner cancer clinic, the 
three institutions which would be 
involved in the proposed activa- 
tion of the hospital authority and 
the medical center, 


Schools were allocated $3,699,- 
599.28, representing 30 per cent of 
the estimated $12,669,051.60 city 
receipts for the year 1944. 


It is contemplated that the city 
will reduce its revenue approxi- 
mately by the amount it would 
save if the hospital authority took 
over operation of the three insti- 
tutions and the counties levied 
taxes on a county-wide basis to 
maintain them. 


Thus if the city reduced its in- 
come $1,185,433, the entire cost of 
the three hospitals as carried in 
the 1044 budget, it would be nec- 
essary to raise the present 30 per 
cent minimum for school purposes 
to about 32.2 per cent to permit 
the schools to receive the same 
total revenue in future years as it 
now receives.

Encounter Preacher Shortage 


By DR. THOMAS M. ELLIOTT. 


The exceptionally fine reports to be submitted to the North Georgia 
Methodist annual conference by the 323. pastors are said to be some- 
what overshadowed by the threat of a serious preacher shortage in 
supplying pulpfts for Methodist congregations. 


This was learned yesterday as 
the conference body entered upon 
the session for this year. Bishop 
Arthur J. Moore, president of the 
church body, warned against the 
attacks being made not only 

democracy, but also against 
Christianity itself, and made an 
appeal for redoubled evengelistic 
effort on the part of ministers and 
laymen. 

The evening session yesterday 
was devoted entirely to a presen- 
tation of the Crusade for Christ, 
as authorized by the Methodist 
general conference last May and 
to be promoted by the American 


.|Methodist church during the fol- 


lowing four years. Special speak- 
ers for the occasion were Bishop 
Moore and Dr. Ralph E. Diffen- 
dorfer, an executive mission board 
secretary. Each of the speakers 
urged co-operation in the _cam- 
paign to be launched December 1 
to raise a sum of $25,000,000 for 
the rehabilitation and relief of 
church people in conquered lands. 

The quota assigned to the North 
Georgia Conference is $422,350, to 
be raised in 14 months. 

In connection with the pos- 
sible shortage of preachers it was 
learned, some 20 or more charges 


will be served by supply pastors. 

Various reasons are given for 
the undersupply of ministers. Sev- 
én ministers have died during the 
year, seven are to retire, several 
men have entered the chaplaincy 
and a small class is applying for 
admission on trial into the confer- 
ence membership.

In his opening address to the 
Methodist conference yesterday 
Bishop Moore fervently urged at- 
tention to the dangers of today, 
and.appealed to all people every- 
where to consider the only hope of 
escape. The bishop said: 


“In this hour of crisis and ca- 
tastrophe we need to rediscover 


those imperishable values of life 
which cannot be shaken. This is a! 
day both of hope and terror. 


“We have witnessed a diabolical 
attempt to organize the world on 
principles diametrically opposed 
to Christianity. What has been 
happening in Europe and Japan 
during the last few years has car- 
ried with it a threat of ultimate 
moral disaster. Beyond our strug- 
gle for the preservation of democ- 
racy and the American way of life 
is the larger struggle for the pres- 
ervation of the Christian faith. 


“It is still an unanswered ques- 
tion whether humanity will build 
its common life on the faith of 
Christ, or on mere materialism. 
Tomorrow’s world will present 
staggering new dangers. The way 
of Christ is the way of peace, un- 
derstanding and _ co-operation. 
Therefore, the shape of things to 
come cannot be finally determined 


, upon a battlefield, but in e radi- 
cal rediscovery of the Christian 
way of life.”

: It is good news that the President has per- 
Washington Post suaded Mr. Byrnes to remain at his sank as 
director of War Mobilization and Reconversion. This means con- 
tinuity in the management of our domestic economy—a continuity 
of particular importance as the war approaches its\final climac- 
teric. It affords assurance that the new OWMR, which picks u 
where the old Office of War Mobilization left off, will be guided, 
at least in its initial stages, with the same firmness and understand- 
ing of economic a sapere as in the past. Justice Byrnes, through 
his supervision of the several facets of the stabilization program on 


the home front, has been one of the great architects of our military 
effectiveness, 


As much as any individual in public office, Justice Byrnes has 
earned the privilege of retirement. His has been a long record of 
service, and its culmination in the role of assistant president has 
been peculiarly arduous and demanding. In consenting to stay in 
office until the final elimination of Germany from the war, he has 
offered an object lesson to all the rest of us. Some months ago when 
he announced his intention to retire, it was a reasonable expecta- 
tion that the war would be won before this year’s end. Now the 
winter presents a grimmer prospect and we know that the enemy 
can be crushed only through unremitting effort. The time has not 
yet come for relaxation. Every American, civilian as well as serv- 
iceman, must stay on the job.

Because of his qualities of mind and personality, his: close ac- 
quaintance with senators and representatives and heads of federal 
agencies, and the high respect in which he is held, Justice Byrnes 
is particularly suited for the role of arbiter between contending 
viewpoints’ and reconciler of differences. Much of his work has 
been of this nature, and in it he has been effective. For that reason, 
especially, it is good to know that he will continue in the job.

If they are in- 
herently different and cannot be 
trusted with power or liberty of 
action, we must somehow keep 
them under control as a, homicidal 
maniac is controlled. 

How shall we judge them? 

In all wars, atrocity stories are 
invented as propaganda to make 
the enemy seem brutal, This time 
no such invention is necessary. 


Photographic and official rec- 
ords provide evidence of his bes- 
tial acts, and this evidence is sup- 
ported not by his reluctant con- 
fession but by his boasting of cruel 
and sadistic brutalities that hor- 
rified the civilized world. 


The Japs tortured prisoners to 
death and killed others by deny- 
ing them food and medical care; 
they used prisoners for bayonet 
practice; they murdered captured 
flyers; they ravished women of all 
ages in captured cities; they cap- 
tured our wounded and hacked 
them to death with swords. 

The Germans starved prisoners; 
murdered countless thousands of 
men, women and children in gas 
chambers; murdered the innocent 
to punish the guilty they could 
not find; doomed millions to 
starvation by stealing their food; 
tortured and maimed civilians to 
make them betray their neighbors. 
The number of their crimes is 
endless. 

It is no defense to sad they were 
obeying orders. When American 
soldiers were ordered to whip un- 
ruly American -prisoners here at 
home, they flatly refused. The 
whole nation cheered their rebel- 
lion, and the officer who gave the 
order was the only one punished. 

College ’ologists say no race is 
naturally inferior to another, but 
this much is certain. Races dif- 
fer, and the Japs and Germans 
do not think as we think or be- 
lieve in our standards of right and 
decency.

Vienna the Capital for Peace? 


The suggestion that Vienna be made the future seat of the League 
of Nations is a very good idea. It ought merely to be expanded, 
and the whole of Austria made into a sort of world District of 
Columbia, For this might really solve the Austrian question, for 
which no other. constructive solution has, as yet, been found. 

Vienna was for centuries the capital of the Germanic world, the 
seat of a dynasty besides which the Hohenzollerns were mere par- 
venus, and the center of the holy Roman empire that, before the 
rise of modern nationalism, embraced most of Europe. In fact, 
Hitler’s claim to the hegemony of Europe, in so far as he claims for 
it an historical basis, goes back to Vienna, never to Berlin. The 
claim is preposterous, for it is prenationalism, and, of course, pre 
democracy. 

But Austria is one of the few states of the world that never 
since the last war has wanted “independence.” 

The break-up of the old Austro-Hungarian empire left its Aus- 
trian core a preposterous thing—a state in which nearly a third of 
the population resided in one city, and that city a great metropolis 
designed as an imperial capital for a domain that once had reached 
to the Adriatic, embracing large parts of what afterward become 
Poland, Czechoslovakia, Greater Romania, and Yugoslavia. 

The first reaction to this condition was the practically unanimous 
demand of the whole population to join Germany, since Austria, 
linguistically, was German,

Another solution would have been to make Austria part of a 
great federation of the Danube, but this was opposed for 15 years 
at least after the last war by the succession states, which wanted 
to get rid of Austria, and y 4 that in such a federation Vienna 
would again, by reason of a thousand factors, become the capital. 

Yet Austria is not German, despite its undoubted German 
language. Its history was never a German “nationalist” history. 
Vienna was always a cosmopolitan capital, since it was the focal 
— of many nationalities, Polish, Magyar, Western Slav, Southern 

lav, and Italian, Its culture is vastly different from the German, 
and especially the Prussian. Its people are greatly mixed in race. 
All nationalities felt at home in Vienna, and it was the world center 
of the most universal of cultural languages—music. It attracted 
from Germany the greatest musicians who breathed there a freer 
air—Beethoven, who came from the Rhinelands, and Brahms, a 
north German, for instance. ; 

In the years between the two wars, I always thought that one 
thing that doomed the League of Nations was its location in Geneva, 
The room was too narrow. Geneva meant boredom, and provin- 
cialism. 

But Vienna, with ‘its princely palaces, its great Versailles at 
Schoenbrunn, its superb opera, its great university, its beautiful 
Baroque architecture, its wonderful Stefansdom, its pleasant cafes, 
its heavenly spring, when the whole city is wreathed in lilac, and, 
above all, its expansive hospitality to all races and nations, is any- 
thing but a boring city. 7 
- And the whole little country is poor in everything except beauty 
and tradition. Those it has in every stone. The gentle Danubian 
country, the superb northern Tirol, the delightful Salzkammergut, 
together with the simple, well-conducted inns to be found every- 
where, have always made it a tourists’ paradise. Salzburg is both 
a museum of Baroque art and—previous to Hitler—had become the 
world’s musical center, through the efforts of musicians of every 
land. 

Why could not this little state and its beautiful capital become, 
as a whole, the ward of the world, and the center of the new world 
organiaztion for peace? Certainly the center of the great con- 
tinent is shifting eastward. Southeastern Europe holds great prom- 
ise for the future, as its peasants become trained in modern agri- 
culture, its resources developed, and education extended. Vienna 
is truly on the crossroads between west and eat. It remembers the 
Crusaders, who left.so much French, English, and other blood and 
tradition there. In the very chromosomes of its people western 
Europe is joined with the Slavic world, It is fitted by spiritual 
temperament and climate to become the little state, in which the 
whole world meets for peace. 

And for an aggressive Germany, Austria is absolutely essential. 
Without it, Germany could not wage an aggressive war. And yet 
it is extremely difficult to justify on national grounds a permanent 
separation. Hitler was able to enforce union with the consent of 
most of the world, because it was hard to find a reasonable argu- 
ment in principle against it. Therefore, from a long view, it is 
necessary to neutralize Austria, not in a negative, but in a positive 
and creative way. 

And from what better vantage point could an eye be kept upon 
the Germans than from this country, inside the Germanic world in 
one sense, and yet never of it? 

The only question is: would the Austrians find it acceptable? 

And I know the answer to that. The answer is: and how!

The Nazis’ 
Dilemma 


NEW YORK—In watching the 
progress of the battle of the west- 
ern front from the Belfort Gap to 
the North Sea do not take your 
eyes off the River Rhine and the 
Siegfried line. Upon them and 
their relation to each other for 
their entire length, Marshal Karl 
Von Dundstedt, who is receiving 
bad néws from Metz and the Bel- 
fort Gap, based his plan of de- 
fense. 

A tough and skillful soldier of 
the Junker school, Von Rundstedt 
could have had no illusions about 
the difficult job he faced. As a 
military realist, he could not fool’ 
himself about what the end of 
the struggle would be, The test 


he could prolong it to console his 
Junker pride. In making the most 
of his weakening numbers and re- 
sources, it ‘would be better to 


yield a ten-mile strip at one point 
than to risk a fatal, half-mile loss 
at another. 

, Naturally, he did not like to lose 
Metz or the Belfort Gap. Metz, 
especially, is a great symbol to the’ 
German people. In World War I 
there was no Allied attack on 
Metz. It was then the outpost 
fortress of Alsace-Lorraine, which 
annexed from France 
after her victory in the Franco- 
Prussian war, 1870-71. With the 
collapse of the rman armies 
west of the Meuse in November, 
1918, Metz fell automatically to 
the Allies, and-France again had 
Alsace-Lorraine, 

The Germans did not modern- 
ize the fortress after their victory 
in 1940, nor did they. strengthen 
the defense of Belfort Gap. Their 
interest was in the defense of the 
Atlantic wall to make their hold 
of France secure. 

After the Allied sweep across 
France this summér Von Rund- 
stedt could not afford the means 
or time for any extensive fortifi- 
cation either of Metz or the Gap. 
He relied upon the existing works 
and natural positions and the fall 
weather to stall the Allied ad- 
vance. 

There was another reason for 
not sparing any of his reserves to 
defend either Metz or the Gap. 
Should the Allies break through 
the Gap and the Vosges moun- 
tains, the German commander 
must have figured, they would be 
halted by the Rhine, where for 
100 miles the Siegfried line from 
the Swiss border to Karlsruhe is 
on the eastern side of the river. 
At Karlsruhe, the Siegfried swings 
across the Rhine to cover the Ger- 
man frontier on the western side 
of the Rhine. 

With Metz behind his Third 

Army, Gen. Patton can strike this 
part in flank in aid of the Ameri- 
can First and Ninth Armies and 
the British Second Army. Here, 
not in the north toward the sea, 
is the danger point for Von Rund- 
stedt. : 
‘In the north, the port of Ant- 
werp has been freed. Beyond in 
Holland and then in Germany are 
networks of canals and rivers to 
cross. 

So now the centered pressure of 
the three armies is toward the big 
cities“ of Cologne and Dusseldorf 
and the heart of industrial Ger- 
many. It is here that the continu- 
ance of even half-mile gains by 
the Allies will be fatal for Von 
Rundstedt. Here, then, he must 
plug the holes,

ABOARD AN ATC PLANE, ~ 


BOUND FROM GREENLAND TO 
ICELAND—(Delayed) — The air 
tourist of tomorrow undoubtedly 
will become familiar with the awe- 
some beauty and mystery of the 
great ice cap of Greenland, now 
known only to Arctic explorers, 
military airmen, and Eskimos. 


When the weather is favorable, 
airplanes flying the great circle 
route from New York to Europe 
can pass over this .strange land 
of snowy mountains, icebergs. and 
glaciers without deviating too far 
north of the shortest course. The 
air transport command already is 
operating bases on both coasts of 
Greenland, which, some day, could 
serve trans-Atlantic passengers as 
alternate stop-overs. 


Our party of correspondents 
touring ATC installations along 
the rim of the North Atlantic 
crossed the ice cap today just 
north of the arctic circle in spark- 
ling clear weather permitting al- 
most unlimited visibility all 
around the compass. 

This is by no means an all- 
weather scenic route, from New- 
foundland to Greenland and Ice- 
land. Rather, it is one which can 
be selected as conditions permit 
on the basis of accurate weather 
information collected through a 
system now in operation. We knew 
at all times what the weather was 
a various altitudes in any direc- 
tion. 


Our four-motored Douglas trans- 
port left Bluie West No. 1 base in 
southern Greenland as the first 
light. of dawn whitened the snowy 
headlands, and climbed through a 
narrow, twisting fjord for altitude 
to cross the pinnacled rim of the 
ice cap. 

The first rays of the sun strik-. 
ing across leagues of icy wastes 
veiled by. wind-blown snow pro- 
vided an illusion which has fool- 
ed many pilots new to the arctic. 
Snow sweeping across the barrens 
looks from above like the top of 
a cloud layer and obscures the dis- 
tance to the surface. 

Several pilots have landed in- 
voluntarily with their wheels u 
without knowing théy were skia- 
ding along on ice and snow un- 
til they lost air speed. Almost a 
million square miles of ice and 
snow has accumulated between the 
coastal ranges in ages past. Vast 
areas are Eomeeiyey smooth, but 
others are broken by rock walls, 
castles and pinnacles that rise 
more than 10,000 feet. 

Sections streaked with crevasses 
which extend to unplumbed 
depths have. claimed many lives 
and are avoided by the few ex- 
plorers who have made successful 
crossings of the ice cap. The 
cracks show up mostly around the 
rim where pressure is forcing ice 
and snow through gaps in the 
mountains. At these points glaci- 
ers creep downward and drop ice- 
bergs into the fjords, 


‘The winds which model the 
snowy top of the ice cap like the 
shifting sands of the Sahara alter- 
nately bury and expose the high 
dorsal fins of flying Fortresses 
downed with P-38 lightning fight- 
ers in the summer of 1942. 

The bombers and fighters got 
lost in stormy weather and ran 
out of gasoline in the days when 
little was known of flying condi- 
tions in the region and the need 
for tactical aircraft was very ur- 
gent. They landed with wheels 
up as near together as possible on 
a smooth surface. 

None of the fliers was injured 
and they eventually were rescued 
by coast guardsmen ,who worked 
their way over the mountains and 
some 40 miles inland. 


As we approached the eastern 
coast of Greenland, huge icebergs 
were breaking from the glaciers 
and floating out toward the At- 


lantic, their bases sparkling a clear 
aquamarine in the bright arctic 
sunlight. Clifts of newly exposed 
ice glinted blue and green, and 
sheet ice in the fjords varied from 
dun to jet black. 

On the east coast, our plane low- 
ered between’ the walis of a nar- 
row fjord for a winding approach 
to ATC base blue east No. 2,

Tells a 
War Story 


NEW YORK—Back in the early 
part of the winter of 1918, which 
is a form of newspaper lead that 
violates all the rules, an Ameri- 
can lieutenant colonel sat on the 
wide window ledge of a smashed 
French farm-house before Mont 
Sec, eating cold beans out of a 
can, waiting for dusk when his 
command would enter the trenches 
against the Germans for their first 
serious experience in war. This 
was an outfit of the first brigade 
of the First Division, probably the 
16th Infantry, and included many 
green soldiers, one of whom said, 
as he stood by a rolling kitchen 
in the lee of a wall, that he was 
a butcher, just six weeks out from 
under a civilian hat in Los Angeles 
and wasn't quite sure he knew 
how to take care of his rifle. 
The name of the lieutenant colo-| 
nel was Griffith, a new man in 
the First Division, who spoke with 
a British inflection and had served 
with the British 29th Division at 
Gallipoli where he was hit by 
shrapnel. 
All three had been with the 
Philippine constabulary but had 
quit to get into the war against 
the Kaiser. Rasmussen, who was 
a Dane and a great, handsome 
man, and Manning, a skinny fel- 
low with a seamed and angular 
face, joined the 97th Battalion of 
Canadians, known as the Ameri- 
can Legion, and fought with the 
Canadians as company officers, 
each accepting demotion and sac- 
rificing pay in order to get out to 
France the sooner because casual- 
ties had been high among the 
lower ranks of officers and there 
was a plethora of majors and lieu- 
tenant colonels, 

Rasmussen reverted from major 
to captain, and Manning from cap- 
tain to first lieutenant for this 
reason, and they served in combat 
with the Canadians until the fall 
of 1917 when they were released 
to the Americans, ostensibly as in- 
structors. They soon attached 
themselves to the First Division 
as combat officers, however, and 
when the first brigade went in 
that night all three of the old con- 
stables were together.

Nazi Knockout 


Is Near, Hints 
Eisenhower 


Germans ‘Trapped 
West of Rhine by 
Allied Air Power 


PARIS, Nov. 21.—(UP)—Gen. 
Eisenhower, calling on soldiers 
and civilians for a knockout blow 
against Germany, implied today 
that he expected to trap and de- 
stroy the bulk of the German 
forces in western Europe on this 
side of the Rhine in the final great 
battle of the European war. 


From the supreme commander’s 
remarks at a press conference, cor- | 


respondents deduced that the pres- | 


ent great Allied offensive is the. 
opening phase of this battle, with | 
German strength already concen: | 
trated west of the Rhine and un-)| 
able to retreat eastward across | 
the great river because of superior | 
Allied air power. 

NO SIGN OF RETREAT 

Eisenhower said there was no 
sign of a German retreat to the 
Rhine and offered as his opinion 
that any adversary who had con- 
centrated so much of his forces 
west of the river, when his enemy 
had air superiority that could de- 
stroy all bridges, would find that 
the only sensible course was to 
fight to the bitter end west of the 
river. 

“To get this peace we've got to 
fight like hell for it,” he declared. 
“Now let’s do it. Unless everyone 
all the way through the nations, 
those at the front and those at 
home, keeps on the job everlast- 
ingly and with mounting intensity, 
we are only postponing the day of 
victory. The very maximum of.ef- 
fort must be made on the day of 
surrender. 

“There's a job here for every 
man fit for battle. We can bring 
in and supply and it’s up to every 
man back home to give him every- 
thing he needs—that’s my pre. 
scription for. victory.” 

To some 200 correspondents Ei- 
senhower, with his usual fresh, 
healthy appearance underlined by 
his forceful, frank manner, made 
what amounted to an appeal that 
the war is not yet won although 
victory is in sight. 

OPTIMISTIC | 

“I am optimistic myself, but I 
hope I can prevent myself from 
becoming complacent,” the gen- 
eral said.

Pistols From World War I 


Atlanta's Mr. Milton Dargan was recently the recipient of two 
interesting souvenirs of World War II, a deadly Japanese rifle and 
bayonet, sent to him by Lt. Charles Hopkins Jr., one of the city’s 
popular young bachelors serving in the Pacific. Behind this gift 
there is an intriguing story. 

When Charles, the son of Mr. and Mrs. Charles T. Hopkins, left 
for duty in the Pacific with the Marines, his father gave him the 
45 automatic which he had used during World War I as a captain 
of infantry, and which was inscribed with his name. During the 
battle of Saipan, the young Atlantan was wounded, lost his pistol, 
and was subsequently evacuated to a hospital in Honolulu. His lost 
gun was eventually returned to him, having been recovered by an 
American soldier from the body of a dead Japanesé. When he 
returned to duty with the Marines as commanding officer of a 
sniper platoon, he once again went into battle with his father’s gun 
on his hip. 

However, in this capacity he was: entitled to carry two pistols, 
one on each hip. So as soon as Mr. Dargan heard this, he imme- 
diately sent the young Atlanta lieutenant the .45 automatic bearing 
his name, which he used during World War I as a captain in the 
infantry, and which, along with the Purple Heart and various other 
military insignia, composed his treasure chest of World War I 
souvenirs. 

It was in appreciation of this gift that Lt. Hopkins sent Mr. 
Dargan the Japanese rifle and bayonet from Saipan, as the begin- 
ning of a collection of World War II souvenirs. 

Incidentally, Lt. Hopkins was born while his father, then Capt. 
Hopkins, was serving in France in World War lI.

For Thanksgiving Dinner

Tanksgiving dinner, and for the pumpkin or sweet 


potato pie. Today I would like to offer suggestions for other courses 
of the meal, especially a soup and a salad, and tell you how to bake 
stuffed oranges. These make a very pretty garnish for the roast 


turkey or duck platter. 


OYSTER BISQUE 

Scald 1 quart oysters in their 
juice. Remove oysters from liquor 
and chop fine. Then press as 
much as possible through a sieve. 
Biend 1 tablespoon butter with 1 
tablespoon flour and add to oyster 
juice, stirring and cooking until 
smooth. Add oyster pulp, season 
with salt, pepper and paprika and 
Keep hot, but do not boil. Just 
before serving add I cup evapo- 
rated milk, whipped. Serve .at 


Arrange the well-drained peaches 
in bottom of freezing tray. Mash 
cheese with a fork, and add peach 
juice, lemon juice and French 
dressing. Beat with rotary bet- 
er until smooth. Pour mixture 
over peaches. Freeze until firm 
enough to cut in squares. Arrange 
on crisp greens, top with mayon- 
naise and garnish with mayonnaise 
and a maraschino cherry. Makes 
six servings. 

BAKED STUFFED ORANGES 

Select medium oranges with 

skins. Wash, then parboil 
until tender but not too soft. Lift 
from water, cool slightly then cut 
a slice from the blossom end. 
scoop out most of the pulp. Notch 
the edges, if desired, and refill 
shells with well-seasoned mashed 
sweet pr‘atoes. Some of orange 
pulp mzs be added to potatoes. 
Place stuffed oranges in a baking 
dish, add a small amount of mixed 
syrup and water to bottom of 
dish and bake in a moderate oven, 
basting during baking time with 
syrup in dish. The oranges should 
be served hot. 

If your menu is heayy and you'd 
like a lighter dessert than the tra- 
ditional pie, perhaps you'll choose 
this cranberry sherbet: 


CRANBERRY SHERBET 
l pound (4 cups) cranberries 
21-2 cups water 
2ecups sugar 
ltablespoon unflavored gelatin 
1-2cup cold water 
1-3 cup lemon juice 
Cook cranberries in the 21-2 
cups water until the skins pop. 
and gelatin 
in the 
cup cold water. Heat until 
gelatin is dissolved. Cool, and add 
lemon juice. Pour into freezing 
tray and freeze 3 to 4 hours, or 
until firm.

CASE E-215: David, aged seven 
and one-quarter, is the youngest of 
our five children, 

The other day at luncheon Philip 
accusingly called to Mrs. Crane: 

“Mamma, David took the last 
piece of cake.” 

“That's tough on you!” David 
flippantly replied, as he bit into 
the cake. “Besides, this was my 
piece, anyway.” 

Philip, aged thirteen and one- 
half, has always had a tendency 
to pick on the younger children 
and tease them. 

I think it was also he who first 
brought home that retort “tough 
on you.” The other children have 
quickly adopted it, and are prone 
to’employ it as a synonym for 
“That's your bad luck,” 

“Mamma, David took two glasses 
of milk,” Philip may call out. 

“Tough on you!” David will 
blandly exclaim. 

VALUE OF SIBLINGS 

In psychology we use the world 
“sibling” to indicate either a 
brother or sister. 

You parents of one child ought 
to give your youngster at least 
one or two siblings, if at all pos- 
sible, for children educate chil- 
dren. 

If David were brought up with- 
out brothers and sisters, and some 
older boy were to accuse him of 
taking the last piece of cake, he 
might feel timid and blush. Or 
he might even break into tears. 

Many a child develops into a 
wallflower because he isn’t accus- 
tomed to the rough and tumble 
ways of other children. When he 
is thue publicly censured by other 
youngsters, he tends to cringe and 
draw within his shell. 

“That’s tough on you!” David 
comes back at Philip, without feel- 
ing crestfallen or humiliated. Fur- 
thermore, his tone of voice is just 
as forceful and challenging as 
Philip’s. ; 
SELF-ASSURANCE 

Over: 200.000 men were dis- 
charged from military service in 
1943 because they had mental 
ae er and couldn’t stand the 
gaff. 

A child who has: early learned 
to defend himself socially and 
taunt his teasers with “Tough on 
you,” is not very likely to develop 
a mental breakdown in later life. 

If you want to insure your chil- 
dren against mental and emotional 
collapses in later life, therefore, 
give them siblings and let them 
thus learn the daily .give-and-take 
that builds not only hardihood of 
bone and muscle, but also hardi- 
hood of personality. 

David's use of “Tough on you,” 
is' not an excuse for selfishness, 
since we watch the children to 
curb such bad habits. 

But he forcibly and positively 
defends his rights, without the 
least. hesitation, by this almost 
flippant retort to the older boys 
who may try to impose upon him. 
TEACH SKEPTICISM 

With several children in the 
family, gullibility is also reduced, 
for one child tries to work his 
newly learned tric kon all the rest, 

Soon the younger children are 
partially vaccinated against being 
“suckers.” They don’t “bite” as 
readily on conventional forms of 
deception. 

For they’ have developed the 
wholesome habit of being reason- 
ably skeptical. This is one of the 
habits we commonly call “horse 
sense.” 

Some of our “only” children in 
the field of politics would not have 
bitten so readily on communistic 
fool’s gold during the past decade 
if they had been reared in a large 
family where ‘“That’s tough on 
you” would have greeted their 
first venture into red ink.
